«rs have risen as high aa 15 feet above < 
their level, and all of their tributaries j 
Jiave overflowed, inundating the sur- j 
TDUudian country in more than a dozen j 
counties. 


Towanda, Pa.. Dec. 17.—The 
com- 


•jjlete story of th« damage wrought in 
Bedford county by the unprecedented : 
flood of Saturday night and Sunday if 
coming in slowly. Three lives were • 
lost, two others will die from expo- j 
.sure and the monetary loss to prop- I 
erty is beyond present estimate. The j 
borough of Monroeton was the heav- j 
lest sufferer. Mrs. Hattie Fessenden, i 
45 years old. was drowned while be 
ing carred from her house. At Green- 
-wood a house occupied by William S. 
Reynolds and his wife, both over 70 
years of age, and their grandson ol 
16 years, was tipped over. The man 
•was drowned, but the boy succeeded j 
In getting himself and the woman 
Into a street, where they tied them- 
selves fast with strips of clothing. 
They had a soaking wet bed quilt to 
wrap themselves in, and for seven 
iioura. from midnight to 7 o'clock in 
:the morning, were exposed to the zero 
-weather. Both were terribly frozen, 
and the woman will die. Charles Mer- 
Tltt. 18 year* old, was. returning from 
.a neighbor's when the flood overtook 
Tilm. He tied himself to a tree on a 
-small island, and his dead body was 
lound there in the morning. 


The house of Guy Lane was over- 


"turned about 1 o'clock in the night 
And the family was not rescued until 
morning. His barn, horses, cattle, to- 
bacco and tools went with the flood. 
This town has had no mail since Sat-1 
urday afternoon, and telephone com- 
munication in most directions is also 
"broken. The loss to county and town- 
ships in the matter of highways and 
bridges will reach hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. 


Sharuokin, Pa., Dec. 17.—Fourteen 


thousand men and boys have been ren- 
dered idle because of the flood in this 
district. There are fourteen collier- 
ies, owned by the Philadelphia and 
Heading railroad and the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad, in this region, and all 
•of them were flooded by the heavy 
downpour. Some of the shafts eon- 
tain from 20 to 70 feet of water. Col- 
liery officials estimate that the opera- 
tions between here and Centralia sus- 
tained |200,000 damage. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa.. Dec. 17.—The high 


water in the Susquehanna river is 
«lowly receding. 
Last night it was 


25 feet above the low water mark, or 
two feet and one inch lower than 
the highest point attained. All the 
lowlands are still flooded, and the 
people living at Westmoor and the 
southern suburbs are unable to leave 
their houses without the aid of boats. 
Traffic on the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey and the Lehigh Valley railroads 
is still at a standstill. 


Easton. Pa., Dec. 17.—Both the Le- 


high and Delaware rivers are reced- 
ing at a pretty rapid rate, and danger 
of further washouts are passed. The 
industrial plants that were submerged 
are still under water and there was a 
complete suspension of work yester- 
day. Many of the men who reported 
for duty gave the contents of their 
dinner palls to the unfortunate West 
Kaston families who were imprisoned 
by the flood. The food was taken to 
them in boats. 


Harrisburg. Pa., Dec. 17.—Many in- 


dustrial establishments in South Har- 
risburg 
have been 
forced to close 


down on account of the freshet, the 
water In that locality being higher 
than at any time since the great flood 
of 1889. Cellars of scores of houses 
In that locality are also filled with wa- 
ter, and it was necessary to usa boats 
to carry food and fuel to many resi- 
dents who were unable to leave their 
homes.

HORSE MEAT EATEN IN AUSTRIA. 


JLn Increasing Demand *"«r It A won* tb« 


Poorer 
ClMfff*. 


According to United States Consul- 


General Hurst at Vienna, the con- 
sumption of horse meat in Vienna as 
an article of food Is rapidly increas- 
ing. In a report to the Stare Depart- 
ment he shows that in 1899 :io.C46 
horses and fifty-eight donkeys were 
slaughtered for food. This -was l<"iOO 
more than in the previous year and 
about 3000 more than in l;s!>7. 
Ke 


says: 


"The comparatively high prices ob- 


tained in Vienna for beef, mutton and 
pork put these meats beyond the daily 
reach of the poorer classes, who are 
u:ost taxed by ban! labor, and are 
obviously in ii<-ed of strength-giving 
food. The pri«t- of horse meat ranges 
per pound of forequaner from five to 
eight cents; hindquarter. six to nine 
cents; choice curs for steak and roast, 
from five to eleven cents: the same 
cuts in beef averaging from twenty 
to twenty-four cents a pound. The 
horse meat is also worked up into 
sausages, and as such sells at corre- 
spondingly low prices. 
The horse- 


meat butcher shops, of which there 
are nor less than 185 in this city, pre- 
sent a clean and attractive- appear- 
ance, and are in no way distinguish- 
able from the shops where the usual 
kinds of meats are sold, save by its 
sign announcing their specialty. Res- 
taurant keepers who serve horse inear 
must designate this fac-r in a special 
columa on the bill of fare offered re 
patrons. 


"The regulations as to the proper 


condition of the horses slaughtered 
are very stringent and carefully en- 
forced. 
Veterinary surgeons 
azd 


those intrusted with the microscopi- 
cal examination of meat must be 
able TO show a certificate of having 
graduated from a course of study in 
This line at a veterinary or similar in- 
stitution, and are sworn to the faith- 
ful performance of their duties. In 
the shops where the horse meat Is so.d 
a certificate must lie open for all to 
read. As in other butcher shops, the 
prices of the various cuts per kilo- 
gram musr be stated on a signboard. 
In some of these shops donkey meat 
is also offered for sale, and this fact 
must be announced in a similar man- 
ner.''

benefactor 
as 
he who causes two 


blades of grass to grow where only 
one grew before. The wide dispersion 
of the Spanish merino over the world, 
fur example, was a blessing to man- 
kind. 
The farmers of Cape Colony 


owe a debt of gratitude to the pio- 
neers Avho. in the middle of the last 
century, conceived the idea that the 
Angora goat would thrive on the up- 
lands of the Interior. The fc-w An- 
gora goats introduced into this new re- 
gion have multiplied till they far out- 
number The cattle. It -was soon dis- 
covered that their wool, mohair, as 
it is known, in trade, was equal in 
fineness and softness of texture to the 
best produced in Asia Minor- 
The 


value of the exports of mohair from 
Cape Colony Is now about S3.000.000 
a year, or Three rimes as much as the 
value of the exports from the native 
home of this animal. 


Four thousand Angora goats are to 


be brought here this season to stock 
a large tract of land in Maryland, 
•where it is proposed to engage In the 
production of mohair on a large scale. 
The mohair industry in This country 
has passed the experimental stage. 
As the Angora goat thrives here there 
Is no reason -why this country should 
not export it instead of importing it, 
it being In large demand for manufac- 
ture in Western Europe. 


It is a curious fact that in 1790 the 


Turkish Government prohibited the 
export of Angora kid skins on the 
ground that the trade threatened ihe 
extinction of the Angora goat, but 
these animals are now more numerous 
Than ever, and their usefulness Is far- 
more -widely recognized than "was the 
case a century ago.—New York Sun.

No 
accurate estimate of the amount of 
money in circulation in the empire 
appears TO have been made, and no 
positive statement can he set forth on 
a given date as to its value a week 
from that time. The value of the sev- 
eral coins fluctuates with the market 
price of silver upon which they are 
based, and a man with a bag full of 
"dollars'1 ia. passing from one prov- 
ince to another may have his wealth 
increased or decreased, according to 
the local standard called the "taeL" 


TPoacliing in Germany. 


In Germany and Austria a poacher 


is known as "game thief." and a 
"game thief' is looked upon just as if 
he were a thief who steals anything 
else. 
This social boycott rules not 


only among tbe better classes, hut 
among the poorest. This fact, added 
TO the stern and remorseless criminal 
punishment thar awaits the poacher, 
has reduced "game stealing" to a 
mininram. and only the most desper- 
ate aiid reckless element of the popu- 
lation Inclines to it. In addition there 
is practically no market for a poacher 
to sell his game. 


The result Is that there are few 


poachers comparatively, but those few 
are prepared at any time to fignt hard 
for their liberty, and no year passes 
without scores of 
battles 
between 


these men. who arc good shots as a 
rule, and the game wardens and for- 
esters. Since there is no danger of 
prosecution for a forester who kills a 
"game thief" in a fight the battle is of- 
ten fought out to the death, and in 
many cases poacher and forester have 
been found dead, side by side, having 
killed each other.^

The Ha- 
Avalians are much given to an out- 
ward display of affection, and it is 
still no uncommon sight to see even 
old men kiss and embrace on the 
streets. They smoke the same pipe, 
eat from the same dish and in other 
ways lead to a direct inoculation of 
The disease. The same reasons are 
given by the physicians for The great 
increase in tuberculosis among the na- 
tives. 


Every accommodation is provided 


for The lepers aT Molokai- They have 
Their own homes, a school for boys 
and one for girls, and seven churches 
for the little town of 900 people. Be- 
sides the lepers There are about 100 
persons at The settlement, teachers, 
ministers and nurses. 


Leprosy is not held to be a heredit- 


ary disease, and children born of 
leper parents in Molokai are allowed 
TO leave. It is seldom that the par- 
ents consent to this, however, and 
Their children are kept by their side 
until they, TOO, become contaminated. 
It was formerly The custom to allow 
wives to accompany their husbands 
TO the Island settlement, but This prac- 
tice Is now being discouraged, and 
only in rare instances is this per- 
mitted. 
Every week the Beard of 


Health is compelled TO refuse tha re- 
quest of a faithful wife or husband 
to accompany a lepor to Molokai. lor 
faithfulness and love are a part of the 
many native virtues of the Hawaiian?.

A Help to Burglars. 


"I can Tell you one thing." said the 


retired burglar, "we gentlemen of the 
road know a good deal more of the 
A'alue of the small things of a house- 
hold than the families do who own 
them. Now it would naturally appear 
That a creaking door would be an 
alarm to the sleepers as well as to 
the person entering a house at mid- 
night, but it isn't so in either case. 
You know there's a saying that creak- 
ing doors hang long. The people who 
live in a house that has a. creaking 
door get so used to it they never hear 
it. Or if they should waken they sleep 
again as soon as they recognize the 
sound. The best work I have done 
lias beeu in a house where the doors 
creaked and groaned at the lightest 
touch. 


"The next best aid to us is a clock. 


You can have no idea bow noisy a 
clock is until you have been without 
OHC iu your sleeping room and then 
start in with one of those round nickel- 
plated timepieces that you can hear 
ail over the house and out in the back 
yard.

Peel your peaches and put them iu a 
preserving kettle without any water 
and warm them briskly, stirring from 
the bottom to prevent their burning 
before the juice is inacla from the heat. 
"While the bottles are hot in the kettle 
fill them with the peaches that have 
been heated through, cover the peaches 
with the liquor up to the cork, put 
;hj cork in. dip it in the hot wax and 
then in cold water or ice. and smooth 
it "with a knife. This is an easy and 
certain method of keeping fruits for 
the winter if the directions are faith- 
fully followed- Raspberries, blackber- 
ries and strawberries must boil only 
ten minutes. Tomatoes must be sliced 
and 
boiled twenty 
minutes, then 


strained through a collander. to re- 
move the skins, returned to the kettle 
and boiled up again, and the bottles 
filled when hot, corked and sealed as 
the fruits.

Adopted I»T French Peasantry. 


People hi this country have heard 


of automobiles as mail wagons, om- 
nibuses, ambulances, gun carriages 
and wagons for parcel delivery, but 
probably few are aware that there 
exists an automobile bank. 
Such, 


however. i.s the case, and the new in- 
stitution is the property of the town 
«f Mezieres, iu the Ardennes. France. 


For some time past the fact has 


been recognized by the leading citi- 
zens of Mezieres that there exists a 
strong desire on the part of the peas- 
antry of that place to lay aside part 
of their earnings iV>r "a rainy day."" 
bur in order to reach a savings bank 
they nave been compelled to leave 
their work and come Into town. Avh-ch 
meant, to mai'y, a journey of several 
miles. In the summer months, when 
the country folks were busy, such a 
trip occupied more Time than could 
well be afforded, and. in consequence, 
the banks' deposits decreased notice- 
ably during three or four mouths of 
the year. Now. instead of having to 
go to the bank to deposit their sav- 
ings, residents ou the outskirts of 
Mezieres will have the bank brought 
to them. 


In construction the new vehicle Is 


unique. It i.s propelled by elecrrk-ity 
and has four seats, one iu front for 
the driver and three in the rear fo- 
the -statT of the institution. 
These 


seats surround a revolving table, lo- 
cated in the centre of the carriage, 
on which the business of the bank 
may be transacted. 
Writing desks, 


capable of being folded up when not 
ia use. are arranged over each of the 
Seats in such a way that Avhen open 
they extend out from The sides of the 
carriage in a manner suitable for th-> 
use of persons standing outside who 
desire to open au account Avith the 
bank. On the table are TO be found 
shelves for books, adequate stationery 
for the use of the clerks and a small 
metallic- strong bo::. 


On certain t prearranged days the 


car will make a tour of the country 
districts, stopping here and there as 
long as It may fce necessary to dis- 
pose cf the business in hand. 


On all sides ihe scheme so far has 


met with approval: the bank clerks, 
especially, having welcomed the Inno- 
vation heartily, inasmuch as it Avill 
afford them an opportunity to breathe 
the fresh country air during the hot 
weather. 
Apparently, all that the 


peasantry are disturbed about is that 
some time the new vehicle- may con- 
tain visitors whom they don't cnre 
to see. such as the district roadmss- 
ter or the collector of taxes. If. how- 
ev.er. its original purpose is carried 
out. the automobile bank scorns likely 
to prove very popular and successful.

tests of weight and so on. In fact. 
many of the coins they produce are 
actually made of gold and silver, while 
it is a well-known fact that it is pos- 
sible to mould spurious coins of silver 
of The requisite fineness, and yet make 
a profit of 100 per cent, on the manu- 
facture. At this rate of profit The busi- 
ness is quite lucrative enough to com- 
pensate for a little risk; and naturally 
such coins, which are of full weight 
and of standard silver, are most dif- 
ficult to detect. 


But most comers are not satisfied 


with reasonable profit, and They prefer 
to make their silver coins of antimony 
and lead (antimony furnishing 
the 


bulk of the coin), covered, of course, 
with a coating of silver.

gold coins are largely made of platin- 
um, a metal which gives the requisite 
weight.
